The destroyers of National Defense in 
the House may well ponder over the de- 
cision of the Senate to maintain the com- 
missioned strength of the Army as at 
present. The same sections of the coun- 
try were represented upon the Appro- 
priation Committees of the two Houses. 
Yet we have the spectacle of those con- 
nected with the lower Chamber voting 
for reduction and in the upper Chamber 
for maintenance. As both were imbued 
with the same purpose to impose econ- 
omy, the difference in views expressed 
ean be attributed only to the better ap- 
preciation of the needs of the Nation 
entertained by Senators. What a reflec- 
tion upon the provincial mentality of 
House “Leaders” Garner, Byrns and Col- 
lins!

The cut in commissioned pay is in- 
evitable. It is worthy of note that Con- 


gress has recognized in exempting en- 
listed pay from the slash that the 
schedules now in force for all members 
of the Services are inadequate, and with 
this recognition it should not be difficult 
upon recovery from the depression to se- 
cure the enactment of a bill eliminating 
injustices and providing rates at least 
equivalent to those granted for similar 
responsibilities in civil life. In the mean- 
time, the Services must struggle on the 
meagre compensation allowed. Our sym- 
pathy and interest are extended especial- 
ly to the junior officers, and we can say 
to them only this: Tighten your belt 
and hold on for better times.

Major General James C. Harbord will 
attend the Republican National Conven- 
tion next week as a member of the New 
York Delegation. He will figure more 
largely, however, in the consideration of 
the Convention than as a delegate. With 
no effort on his part, and, indeed, dis- 
playing the attitude of modesty which 
has distinguished his entire career, a 
movement has been started to bring 
about his nomination for the Vice Presi- 
dency. He would add tremendously to 
the political strength of the _ ticket. 
Known throughout the country as a 
sterling patriot, able in peace and war, 
sound in thought and judgment, and 
sifted with sturdy health, he would be 
an admirable choice. Nearly one-third 
of the Convention will comprise veter- 
ans of the World War. That they will 
Support the Harbord movement enthu- 
Siastically may be anticipated.

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Senate’s Plan Means 
8.3% Service Pay Cut 


The Omnibus Economy Bill, after run- 
ning the gauntlet of all types of pay cuts, 
finally came out of the Senate June 8 
earrying the so-call furlough plan origin- 
ally proposed by the President. 

To the services it amounts, in effect to 
a cut of 8.3 per cent in base pay plus 
longevity but with allowances for “sub- 


sistence, heat, quarters, light and travel’ 
excluded from the cut. The active en- 
listed personnel of+the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard are ex- 
cluded from the cut. All retired pay, to 
those receiving more than $1,200 per 
year would be cut 8.3 per cent under the 
terms of the measure. 


The measure now goes to conference 
where an attempt will be made to recon- 
cile these views of the Senate with 
those of the House which voted to cut 11 
per cent from all pay in excess of the 
first $2,500 per year. 


The text of the furlough amendment 
as introduced by Senator Moses and 


passed by the Senate follows: 

“SECTION 101. During the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1933— 

“(a) The days of work of a per diem 
officer or employee receiving compensation at 
a rate which is equivalent to more than 
$1,200 per annum shall not exceed five in 
any one week, and the compensation for five 
days shall be ten-elevenths of that payable 
for a week’s work of five and one-half days: 
Provided, That nothing herein contained shall 
be construed as modifying the method of 
fixing the daily rate of compensation of per 
diem officers or employees as now authorized 
by law: Provided further, That where the 
nature of the duties of a per diem officer or 
employee render it advisable, the provisions 
of subsection (b) may be applied in lieu of 
the provisions of this subsection. 

“(b) Bach officer or employee receiving 
compensation on an annual basis at the rate 
of more than $1,200 per annum shall be fur- 
loughed without compensation for one calen- 
dar month, or for such periods as shall in 
the aggregate be equivalent to one calendar 
month, for which latter purpose 24 working 
days (counting Saturday as one-half day) 
shall be considered as the equivalent of one 
calendar month: Provided, That where the 
nature of the duties of any such officer or 
employee render it advisable, the provisions 
of subsection (a) may be applied in lieu of 
the provisions of this subsection: Provided 
further, That no officer or employee shall, 
without his consent, be furloughed under this 
subsection for more than five days in any one 
calendar month: Provided further, That the 
rate of compensation of any employee fur- 
loughed under the provisions of this act shall 
not be reduced by reason of the action of 
any wage board during the fiscal year 1933. 

“(c) The compensation paid any officer or 
employee to whom this section applies shall, 
notwithstanding the provisions of this sec- 
tion, be an amount not less than an amount 
calculated at the rate of $1,200 per annum. 

“Sec. 102.. No officer or employee shall be 
exempted from the provisions or subsections 
(a) and (b) of section 101, except in those 
cases where the public service requires that 
the position be continuously filled and a suit- 
able substitute can not be provided, and then 
only when authorized or approved in writing 
by the President of the United States. 

“Sec. 103. All rights now conferred or 


authorized to be conferred by law upon any 
officer or employee to receive annual leave of 
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U.S. Delegates Proceed 
Under League Covenant 


Although the United States refused to 
enter the League of Nations, and the 
Senate is going so far as to decline to 
press consideration even of participation 
in the World Court, the American Dele- 
gation to the Disarmament Conference 
is proceeding under the Covenant of the 
League. 

This fact is disclosed in the official 
Journal of the Conference, which has 
been received in Washington . At a meet- 
ing of the General Commission on April 
20, M. Benes, of Czecko-Slovakia, re- 
porter for the Drafting Committee, an- 
nounced that that Committee on which 
the United States was represented, had 
unanimously adopted the following reso- 
lution, the Soviet Delegation having 
abstained from the vote: 

“In view of the proposals submitted 
by various delegations concerning the 
criteria for the limitation and reduction 
of armaments. 

“The General Commission declare that, 
in determining those criteria, the pro- 
visions of Article 8 of the League of 
Nations shall be applied and that, in 
consequence, armaments must be reduced 
to the lowest point consistent with na- 
tional safety and the enforcement by 
common action of international obliga- 
tions. 

“It will be necessary, further, to take 
account of the geographical situation and 
circumstances of each state.” 

Explanations made at the time of the 
adoption of the above resolution establish 
that under its terms the work of the 
Disarmament Conference must be based 
upon Article 8 of the Covenant, although 
that Article and Covenant have no con- 
nection with the Conference and played 
no part in the correspondence relating 
to the calling or assembly of the Con- 
ference. Moreover, Article 8 prescribes

Navy Appropriation Bill 

With hearings on the Navy appropria- 
tion bill concluded, report of the meas- 
ure to the Senate was looked for today 
or Monday, and as adjournment is ex- 
pected within the next week or so, early 
passage of the supply bill may result. 

Secretary Adams and Admiral Pratt 
together with bureau chiefs and their 
assistants appeared before the sub-com- 
mittee on naval appropriations Wednes- 
day, completing the hearings in a morn- 
ing and afternoon session. A number 
of objectional features in the bill as ap- 
proved by the House were presented to 
the committee in a lengthy statement. 

More sympathetic treatment is expected 
from the Senate than afforded by the 
House and the Navy hopes that most of 
the stringent limitations and legislative 
restrictions inserted by the House will 
be removed. Action of the House Thurs- 
day in voting down 47 to 22, a motion 
to recommit the Army appropriation bill 
for a ten per cent cut, indicates that the 
Navy will be exempted also from the 
slash imposed on all other supply bills 
so far. During the debate on the pro- 
posal to slash the Army, a number of 
Senators referred to the Navy with as- 
sumption that the vote on the Army Dill 
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Officer Cut May Fail; 
Senate Rejects, 51-16 


Making provision for the present com- 
missioned strength of the Army, and for 
the Reserve and C. M. T. Camps as here- 
tofore, the Army Appropriations bill was 
passed by the Senate on June 9. It was 
reported to the House yesterday, and 
upon objection was sent to a Conference 
Committee for the adjustment of the dif- 
ferences between the two Houses. In 
view of the narrow majority by which 
the cflicer cut was made by the House 
and the overwhelming majority by which 
the Senate made appropriations for the 
existing officer strength, there is every 
reason to expect recession in this matter 
by the former body. 

If by any chance there should not be 
recession on the part of the House the 
ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL understands 
the Senate will refuse to accept any com- 
promise. Indeed, the Senate conferees 
are prepared to go to the point of letting 
the bill die and pressing through Con- 
gress before adjournment a resolution 
authorizing the President to make pro- 
vision for the Army in accordance with 
the Act for the present fiscal year. 

Advocates of the 2,000 officer cut were 
able to marshal but 16 votes in the Sen- 
ate, when Senator Frazier moved to re- 
consider the earlier action of the Senate 
in approving the committee amendment 
providing for 12,000 officers. Fifty-one 
Senators opposed his motion, with four 
paired against it and 25 not voting. 

A motion offered by Senator McKellar 
to recommit the bill to committee for a 
flat ten percent cut was defeated upon 
a roll call 47 to 22. All of the appropria- 
tion bills thus far considered have been 
recommnitted for the ten percent cut, and 
the action is regarded as emphasizing 
the Senator’s opposition to any further 
cut in National Defense. Both as re- 
gards the action of the conferees on the 
bill, and as a precedent for the Navy 
supply bill which will be before the Sen- 
ate next week, the vote is encouraging. 

Senator Norris, of Nebraska, led an at- 
tack upon the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps. He read at length from a 
pamphlet, which he said was used at the 
Training Camps by the Army in teaching 
citizenship to the students, which de- 
nounced as un-American, the popular 
election of judges, public ownership of 
utilities, and the referendum and initia- 
tive. 

A vote to discontinue the C.M.T.C. 
asked by the Nebraskan, was defeated 
45 to 11. Later Senator Cutting tried 
to amend the bill so as to provide that 
“citizenship” could not be taught at the 
C.M.T.C. This was defeated 36 to 18. 
Another proposal advanced by Senator 
Frazier, to withhold appropriations to 
colleges having compulsory military 
training was voted down 43 to 7. 

An amendment limiting the activities 
of Army post exchanges was adopted by 
the Senate without record vote, after 
Senator Reed had accepted it on behalf 
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Press Labels Ensign Marriage Ban as ‘‘Hard-hearted” and “Necessary” 


Word that the Navy Department contemplates issuing a regulation prohibiting 
ensigns from marrying for two years after graduation, has been variously com- 
mented upon in the editoria] columns of the nation’s press. Public opinion seems 
divided, with one group deploring the “evident lack of romance in the Navy Depart- 
ment,” while others consider “that though cruel, it is for the good of the service.” 





“We are not sure whether to condemn this new prohibition as a blow to 
romance or whether to praise it as an aid,” comments the Baltimore Sun. “On the 
one hand, the new order promises to check the round of weddings which has 
always served to make commencement at Annapolis such a glamorous event for the 
graduating class and for a large contingent of youthful feminity gathered from all 
quarters of the land. But on the other, it insures the fleet a larger proportion of 
eligible young bachelors whose arrival at any naval station is bound to occasion 
fluttering of hearts among the local beauties. 

“So, on the matter of romance, the order would seem to be a draw. Our 
great fear is that the Navy Department did not take the matter of romance into 
account at all, but rather formulated the new policy with an eye single for discip- 
line, that necessary bugaboo of all military and naval establishments.” 





Recalling that twenty years ago Secretary of the Navy Josephus Daniels had 
issued the order permitting ensigns to marry at graduation, the Raleigh, N. C., 
Times says: “It had been the rule that ensigns should wait two years. By that 
time they could by economy hope to pay the bills for their uniforms out of chicken- 
feed salaries. Incidently they would have a chance to cruise around the world and 
look them over, an exercise frequently fatal to home-town romance. They might 
even dazzle an heir to millions and thus get in line for being an Admiral with a 
big “A”. * * * But now the Navy is once more a practical] hard-hearted, budget- 
making institution * * * the hard fact of modern life is that a Navy Officer who is 
paid as if he were a garbage collector probably will know more about his profession 
if he does not have a beautiful legal baggage and heir to nothing at all to distract 
his attention from his duties.” 





“For a number of years beyond which the memory of man runneth not to the 
contrary,” states the Augusta, Ga., Chronicle, “graduation of midshipman at the 
Naval Academy has been accompanied by marrige. One moment an ensign, the next 
a groom, has been the rule. But now all that is being changed by an unromantic 
Secretary of the Navy. * * * But pomp and ceremony, gold epaulets and dashing 
All is not yet lost, and perhaps 


“Cruel though the sentimentalists may feel the order to be, it does seem for 
the good of the service and after all that is the first consideration,’ states the 
Springfield, Mass., Union. “Obviously, a young ensign who becomes married the day 
after graduation and then goes to sez a month later may have difficulty in keeping 
his mind on his work and if his mind is not on his work he is not developing into 
a good officer.” 





“Apparently romance and the sea are computible only in poetry,” contends 
the Asbury Park, N. J., Press. “In practice the Navy Department finds that gradu- 
ates of Annapolis should not be ‘bothered with brides and babies.’ Hence the 
decree that ensigns may not marry until two years after leaving the academy. 
The ruling is probably sound. Even the young ensign more anxious to embark on 
the ship of matrimony than on a battleship will realize that they must serve their 
country before cupid.” 





“There will be many who will disagree with naval officials in this matter,” 
declares the New Haven Journal Courier. “First of course, will be the young ladies 
who have hopes of catching a young, innocent graduate before he really knows 
what he is doing. Then there is another group, wiser and older, who feel, that with 
conditions as they are, young men ought to marry as soon as possible in order to 
settle down to the routine which is an accompaniment of adult life.” 





“The depression has at last hit Dan Cupid,” declares the Wilmington, N. C.,, 
Star. “Fluttering-hearted debs who have imagined themselves in the role of com- 
mencement brides to handsome young navy officers, resplendent in their white and 
gold, may mark their dreams down as suppressed desires and make the best of life, 
for a hard-boiled and harder hearted navy department has frowned. * * * There 
is a note of pathos, however. The lassies who thus see their weddings delayed need 
not count too heavily on its being merely a postponement. Sailors see many girls 
in many ports. Youth is changeable and ensigns are young.” 





“The reason is obvious,” states the Lowell, Mass., Courier Citizen. “Married 
midshipmen are not in so good a position to gain from their apprenticeship at sea 
what it is desirable young men fresh from the technical study of their profession 
shall gain.

Senate Army Hearings 


Hearings on the Army Appropriation 
bill were conducted by the Senate sub- 
committee, Saturday, June 4, and Mon- 
day, June 6. In contrast with the banter- 
ing which marked the hearings in the 
House, the Senators, led by Senator 
Reed, evidenced keen desire to get the 
view point of those charged with the 
function of National Defense. 

Representative White, of Ohio, who 
appeared before the Senate Committee 
in favor of the National Rifle Matches, 
explained : 

“I am going to tell you frankly, the 
reason this was not brought up in the 
House is because there is a kind of cross 
feeling over there in the committee that 
eut this out. One side of that rests on 
the thought that we are going to fight 
the next war on wheels, and the other is 
that we are not going to fight any more 
wars. It is all right to denounce wars. 
Anybody that does not denounce wars is 
a little weak minded, but anybody who 
thinks we can get rid of wars by de- 
nouncing them is weak minded too.” 

Virtually all the witnesses, lead by 
Secretary Hurley and General Douglas 
MacArthur, spoke strongly against the 
House’s provision to reduce the Army by 
2,000 officers. That their plea fell on 
sympathetic ears is evidenced by the 
committee’s report restoring the officers 
thus cut out. 

Secretary Hurley told the committee 
that in certain instances in the House 
bill “the limits of safety have been 
passed.” “The elimination of 2,000 Regu- 
lar Army officers,” he pointed out, “is the 
outstanding example.” The Department, 
the Secretary pointed out, is “unalter- 
ably opposed to this reduction.” 

Mr. Hurley presented figures of the 
“unrecognized cost of reduction of officer 
personnel.” This showed that the cost of 
travel and transportation in returning to 
their homes the 2,170 active and 134 re- 
tired officers who would be taken off 
active duty together with the cost of 
rearranging the remaining active officers 
to take up their duties would total $1,- 
170,432, reducing by that much the sav- 
ings the House thought it was creating. 

The Secretary also refuted statements 
made on the floor of the House that we 
have more officers than -the British 
Army, which he pointed out actually has 
a little more than 20,000 regular officers 
all of whom are on military duty and 
not engaged in non-military activities as 
are many of those in this country. 

Senator Reed agreed with him saying 
that “You can improvise almost any- 








thing on earth, but you cannot improvise 
officers.” 


Regarding the loss represented by the 
proposed reduction the Secretary said: 

Those advocating the immediate retirement 
of 2,000 officers claim the measure will effect 
a saving of $3,814.823 annually. 

Examination of this claim reveals that this 
alleged saving is not, in fact, a saving at all 
but a great waste. The United States now 
has an investment of not less than $174,520- 
836 in this particular group of 2,000 officers. 
During their Army careers the United States 
has expended on these 2,000 officers $6,800,- 
836 in giving 35 per cent of them their initial 
military educations at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy. To maintain their military 
usefulness, as well as to secure their services, 
the estimated sum of $167,720,000 has been 
expended on their pay and allowances. To 
send this group of 2,000 officers from their 
present stations to their homes will entail a 
further expenditure of $644,000 for travel pay 
and allowances. 

The total of the three items mentioned 
above is $175,164,836, which figure does not 
include the pro rata expenses incurred in 
sending officers in this group to service 
schools, civilian universities, and on foreign- 
language details. . 

It is proposed that this investment of over 
$175,000,000 be scrapped in the sense that 
the United States is to receive no further 
return from it. 

In addition to the loss thus entailed, the 
United States is to sustain a further loss in 
connection with these officers amounting to 
more than $108,000,000. 

If these officers are now retired, the Gov- 
ernment will, obviously, not receive any fur- 
ther benefit from their services, while con- 
tinuing to expend upon them, in the form of 
retired pay. the sum of $4,601,817 annually 
(which is $786,994 per year more than the 
annual saving claimed by the proponents of 
this measure). The exact extent of this waste 
becomes apparent when it is realized that 
$108,023,184 will be paid these officers after 
forced retirement up to the time they reach 
the age of 64 years. This expenditure will be 
made during the period when these officers 
should be rendering effective active service to 
the United States. 

In response to questions from Senator 
Nye, General MacArthur said that the 
Department does not propose to remove 
the garrison from Ft. Lincoln, N. D., 
until it can be transferred to some other 
government agency. “The plant,” Gen- 
eral MacArthur said, “is too valuable to 
be abandoned and unless the War De- 
partment can transfer it to some other 
branch of the Government, we will re- 
tain it indefinitely.” 

Other witnesses also urged the reten- 
tion of the 2,000 officers. 

Brig. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, repre- 
senting the National Guard Association, 
the Adjutants General Association and 
the National Rifle Association, spoke 
against the reduction and also against 








the provision of the reduction clause 
which would have exempted Air Corps 
and Judge Advocate General’s Depart- 
ment officers from the cut. 

General Reckord and Representative 
White, of Ohio, both urged restoration 
of funds for the National Rifle Matches. 

Lt. Col. L. Orvel Johnson, ORC, repre- 
senting the committee on Military Train- 
ing, of the American Coalition of Patri- 
otic Societies, the ROTC Association, 
and the Citizens National Safety Com- 
mittee, made an appeal against the re- 
duction. 

Maj. Bennet A. Molter, National Secre- 
tary of the Reserve Officers Association, 
appearing on behalf of Col. L. Kemper 
Williams, president of the Association, 
spoke strongly for retention of the Regu- 
lar Army officers and continuation of the 
National Rifle Matches. 

John P. Frey, of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, spoke against the amend- 
ment which would close the Philadelphia 
uniform factory of the Army. 

Dr. C. Willard Camalier, of the 
American Dental Association, urged that 
no non-promotion list officers be elimi- 
nated. 

Dr. William C. Woodward, whom 
Senator Copeland, himself a physician, 
described as “the head, trunk, middle 
and rear of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation,” urged that no officers of the 
Medical Corps be eliminated. Both Dr. 
Woodward and Senator Copeland added 
words of praise for the present Surgeon 
General of the Army, Maj. Gen. Robert 
U. Patterson. 

Col. John Thomas Taylor, representing 
the American Legion, also opposed the 
officer cut. 

Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly, ORC, 
chairman of the Associated Military De- 
fense Council, made an appeal for the 
retention of the 2,000 officers and pre- 
sented telegrams from the President of 
the National Guard Association, the Ad- 
jutants General Association, the Asso- 
ciation of Military Colleges and Schools, 
and from Lt. Col. Ralph C. Bishop, FA- 
Res., of the Research Organization on 
Military Education. 





National Guard Status Bill 
The House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs this week approved Representative 
James’ National Guard bill, and voted 

to favorably report it to the House. 
Hearings have been held on the 
measure for the past two weeks, and the 
committee agreed upon the bill virtually 
as introdvced. A new bill, HR12499 
changes the languages of several pro- 





visions, as suggested by a committee of 
Regular Army and National Guard of- 
ficers and approved by the War Depart- 
ment. The changes it was stated merely 
clarified the language, and do not alter 
the intent or purpose of the measure. 

The bill, long advocated by the Na- 
tional Guard Association, is aimed to im- 
prove the Federal Status of the guard 
by creating a “National Guard of the 
United States.” It passed the House in 
the last Congress but reached the Senate 
too late to be acted upon. 





Over and Above the Call of Duty 


Recounting vividly and succintly the 
deeds of valor of American Soldiers, 
Sailors and Marines, “Over and Above 
the Call of Duty,” a new publication by 
the Military Sales Division of the E. I.

Decide Philippine Scout Case 


Justice Atkins in the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia handed down 
a decision yesterday overruling the 
Comptroller General and holding that 
Philippine Scouts are part of the Regular 
Army and as such enlisted men of that 
organization are entitled to retirement 
with pay after 30 years service. 

The case was that of Santos Miguel 
vs. the Comptroller General and the 
Chief of Finance of the Army. General 
Samuel T. Ansell represented the 
plantiff.

New Type Gas Mask 
A series of tests of a new type of gas 
mask, which has been in progress at Ft. 
Benning for some time under the. super- 
vision of the Infantry Board, was com- 
pleted on Tuesday, when 112 soldiers 
of the 29th Infantry, wearing the new 
gas masks, engaged in baseball games 
and other sports to determine the field 
of vision afforded and to ascertain 
whether the device interfered with the 
physical exertions of its wearer. 
Previous tests had shown that the 
mask could be worn with comparative 
comfort and without interfering with the 
normal activities. 
The new mask is an experimental type 
designed by the Chemical Warfare 
Service upon suggestion of the infantry, 
which desired to eliminate the necessity 
of individually fitting a mask to each 
soldier, which is now required when the 
present issue type of mask is used. By a 
modification of the face piece and a new 
design of head harness, the experimental 
mask, which is termed the “universal 
face piece type,” will fit more satisfac- 
torily all sizes and shapes of faces, and 
will do away with the necessity of hav- 
ing five different sizes of masks, as is 
now required. 





Tank School Movement 


Ft. Benning, Ga.—Advanced detach- 
ments of the tank school, which is being 
moved from Ft. Meade to Ft. Benning, 
to be incorporated as a section of The 
Infantry School, are arriving at the post. 
Several noncommissioned officers have 
already reached Ft. Benning, and Col. 
William B. Wallace, and Capt. Frank R. 
Williams, of the Tank School staff, were 
expected to arrive June 9. 

Preparations for the removal of the 
Tank School equipment and the remain- 
der of the personnel are being completed 
at Ft. Meade, and it is expected that 
these will be on their way to Benning 
by June 17. In addition to the materiel, 
nine officers, 63 enlisted men, white, and 
19 enlisted men, colored, are involved in 
the transfer.

New Cotton Uniforms 
The issue of one new khaki colored 
cotton uniform to all troops of the Regu- 
lar Army in the United States where 
cotton uniforms are worn has been au- 
thorized by the War Department for the 
fiscal year starting July 1, 1932. These 
uniforms are of the new type of material 
which has been subjected to long and 
exhaustive tests for shrinkage and -fad- 
ing and is said to meet all requirements 
as to uniformity in appearance, long 
wear and general utility. Certain show. 
troops have previously been equipped 
with the new uniforms which are now 
authorized for general issue. 





Pay-Freezing 
During the debate on the Army Bill, 
June 9, Senator Reed attempt@d to se- 
cure relief for the military service from 
the provisions of the pay-freezing por- 
tion of the economy Dill, but was 
thwarted by a point of order made by 
Senator Jones. 
The amendment which Senator Reed 
sought was as follows: 
Provided further, That notwithstanding 
any provisions to the contrary contained in 
Part II of the legislative appropriation act 
for the fiscal year 1933, members of the 
military service shall be entitled to auto- 
matic increases in pay and allowances by 
reason of length of service or promotion 
during the fiseal year 1935. 
Mr. Reed said, “The purpose of that 
amendment, Mr. President, is to take 
care of those enlisted men and officers— 
but principally enlisted men—who may 
be promoted during the coming year. If 
a private is promoted to a corporal or a 
corporal is promoted to a sergeant, the 
promotion carries a very few dollars 
additional pay, but it is something that 
touches the pride of the man himself.”

Mrs. Amelia Earhart Putnam, the 
most noted woman aviatrix in the world, 
who recently flew the Atlantic alone, will 
be the guest of the United States Army 
in Chicago June 24 at the opening of 
the George Washington Bicentennial 
Military Tournament at Soldier Field, 
Chicago.

Vapor Heating for Airplanes 


A cabin heating system designed and 
developed in the Equipment Branch at 
Wright Field has been accorded more 
than the usual amount of interest. It 
is a vapor system with a boiler inside 
an exhaust line and a radiator inside of 
the cabin similar to that of an automo- 
bile hot water heater. It has been called 
a safety heater largely because it elimi- 
nates the necessity of drawing exhaust 
gases or heated air that may have been 
contaminated by mixture with exhaust 
gases into the cabin, but in reality it 
also provides ingeniously that the pres- 
sure of the vapor in the system may not 
get high enough to cause rupture with 
attendant loss of liquid and danger to 
the occupants of the cabin. 





37 mm Guns and 75 mm Mortars 


The 37 mm Gun Carriage T1E1 No. 1 
has been converted to M2 status at Rock 
Island Arsenal and returned to Aberdeen 
Proving Ground for use in the proof- 
battery. The 37 mm Gun M2A1 No. 1 
is at Watervliet Arsenal, where a study 
of the firing mechanism is being made 
with a view to improving the design for 
future manufacture. The tube in this 
gun was bulged during tests of ammuni- 
tion at Ft. Benning, hence it is being 
replaced by a spare tube at Watervliet 
Arsenal prior to delivering it back to 
Aberdeen Proving Ground for use in the 
proof-battery. When this gun becomes 
available at Aberdeen Proving Ground 
the No. 2 gun and carriage will be re-

Opposes Retirement Curtailment 
Voicing emphatic disapproval against 
any change in the present retirement 
laws, Secretary of War Hurley has sent 
to the House Military Affairs Committee 
at the request of Chairman McSwain, a 
report upon H. R. 12145, which would 
deny retirement except for age and phy- 
sical retirement and would prevent the 
Chief of Staff and chiefs of branches 
from retiring in their higher rank. 

“The retirement system as it exists 
today was practically a completed organ- 
ism 42 years ago, before the initial ap- 
pointment of the officers who are now on 
the active list of the Army,” wrote the 
Secretary. “It is adapted to Army needs, 
both those of the Service and those of 
the individual officer. Without its pro- 
visions it would not be possible either to 
maintain the vigor of the active list of 
the Army or to attract to the service, 
under the prevailing scale of compensa- 
tion and the handicaps of service life, 
the type of personnel the Army requires 
to fulfill its mission. * * * 

“Revolutionary changes in a time-tried 
system call for extreme caution and most 
thoughtful consideration. The War De- 
partment is emphatically of the opinion 
that the present retirement laws are 
fundamentally sound and should not be 
disturbed.” 

If the bill were enacted, the report 
states, the following effects would be 
produced: Revoke the authority of the 
President to retire officers after 45 years 
service or upon reaching the age of 62; 
abolish the right of an officer to retire 
after 40 years of service; abolish the 
privilege of retiring after 30 years ser- 
vice, subject to approval of President 
and the existence of a vacancy on the 
limited retired list; stop retirements un- 
der Sec. 24b of the Act of June 4, 1920; 
“apparently render inoperative’ the 
War-time Rank Act; eventually abolish 
the limited retired list; and prevent the 
Chief of Staff and the chief of bureaus 
from retiring in their higher rank. 

As to the latter provision the War 
Department has the following to say: 

“The enactment of H. R. 12145 into 
law would operate with particular sever- 
ity on the officers of the staff corps and 
departments of the Army, who comprise 
approximately one-fourth of the total 
commissioned personnel. They are not 
eligible for appointment as general offi- 
cers of the line so that it would become 
impossible for them to aspire to any 
higher retired rank and pay than that 
of colonel. The abolition of the long 
standing practice of granting a reward 
in the form of increased retired rank 
and pay for meritorious performance of 
duty as chief of a staff branch would 
have a highly injurious effect upon the 
ambition of the officers commissioned in 
the staff corps.” 

Further commenting upon the bill, the 
War Department states: 

“The provision of H. R. 12145 relative 
to retirement for disability states that 
an officer in order to be retired must be 
‘unfit for any military service.’ The 
provision of existing law in this matter 
is that an officer shall be retired if found 
‘incapacitated for active service.’ It 
might therefore be necessary under the 
language of the measure to retain upon 
the active list officers whose physical 
condition was such that they would not 
be able to render useful service in an 
emergency. 

“The provisions of the bill are appli- 
eable only to the Army, which would 
therefore lose retirement benefits and 
privileges which will continue to be ac- 
corded to the Navy and Marine Corps. 
This ig contrary to the evident policy of 
Congress in recent years to seek uni- 
formity in personnel legislation affecting 
the military services.” 

Noting that the last section of the bill 
states that “the right to amend or repeal 
the privilege of retirement is hereby ex- 
pressly reserved,” the War Department 
remarks that while totally unnecessary, 
“its inclusion will probably be construed 
by the officers of the Army as an indica- 
tion of intention on the part of Congress 
to make further changes in the existing 
retirement system. This will cause 








grave anxiety and unrest. The vast 
majority of officers rely solely upon their 
equity in retirement for retirement for 
support in their declining years and pro- 
tection against disabling illness and 
have been unable to make any other pro- 
vision to meet these contingencies.” 

Answering a request for the views of 
the Department as to allowing credit for 
cadet service at the Military Academy 
for purposes of pay and retirement, the 
Secretary calls attention to the fact that 
Congress has granted authority for offi- 
cers to count National Guard service, en- 
listed service, service as field clerks and 
veterinarians, and service in the Philip- 
pine Constabulary, Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, Coast Guard, and Public Health 
Service for pay and retirement, and de- 
elares, that “so long as these various 
types of service are credited, it would 
not be equitable to make any change in 
the present status of the cadet service 
rendered by the Military Academy 
classes of 1916 and earlier.” 





Praises Ft. Monmouth 
(From the Long Branch, N. J., Daily 
Record) 

Since Col. Arthur S. Cowan has been 
in command at Fort Monmouth it hasn’t 
been necessary for the military police at 
the post to do patrol work here and 
other nearby places in search of soldiers 
who might have run afoul of the law in 
their pay-day celebrations. The last pay 
day on Saturday afforded evidence that 
the highest type of enlisted men are at 

the Oceanport Signal School. 

This is a remarkable situation when 
it is recalled there are almost 1,000 
soldiers at the Fort Monmouth garrison. 
The officers and men of the fort have 
in many cases become actively engaged 
in civic, lodge and church work of the 
adjacent communities and the friendly 
feeling and spirit of mutual co-operation 
which exists between the army and 
civilians ig not excelled anywhere in the 
country. 

Fort Monmouth and the Army Signal 
School is a big asset to Monmouth 
County. Excluding the $5,000,000 build- 
ing program of the post, Fort Mon- 
mouth’s monthly pay roll is $100,000, 
which is no small sum to be released in 
this community during the present per- 
iod of economic unrest. More than all 
this, however, is the feeling of security 
which the citizens experience in having 
a regular army garrison available in the 
event of any emergency.

Lee H. Bristol, of New York, who 
served as an ensign in the United States 
Navy Reserve Flying Corps and now 
holds a commission as Lieutenant Colo- 
nel in the Army Reserve Corps, has in- 
vaded the fast-growing field of business 
literature with a book, “Profits in Ad- 
vance,” published by Harper & Brothers, 
in which he sets down certain methods 
by which business men may know where 
their companies stand today and the 
prospects for the future. As vice-presi- 
dent of the Bristol-Myers Company and 
as president of the Association of Na- 
tional Advertisers, Colonel Bristol has 
won himself a prominent place in the 
business field. Recently, he has been 
most active in the “War Against Depres- 
sion” campaign, sponsored jointly by the 
American Legion, the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the Association of 
National Advertisers.

NATIONAL DEFENSE IS ABOUT to emerge from the hopper of Congress 
with mutilations far greater than those suffered by any other function of the 
Government. Up to the time the present session convened, increases of appropria- 
tions for other Departments ranged from 34 to 242 per cent. The increases for the 
Army during the sama period were only 29 per cent for the Army and 11 per cent 
for the Navy. The Service supply bills, which are on the final stage of passage, will 
reveal a cut of between 20 and 25 per cent for the Army and 10 per cent for the 
Navy; and this promises to be augmented by the pay reduction for officers which 
will occur whether in the form of percentage or furlough. General MacArthur, 
Chief of Staff, by yeoman work, has barely preserved his machine. Admiral Pratt, 
‘Chief of Naval Operations, found it necessary to notify the House that any further 
cuts in the Naval Supply bill would jeopardize our national security. The President 
Stated that $700,000,000 was the minimum amount required for the Services. Yet 
the appropriations bill be found to be many millions short of that figure. 





IT IS A SITUATION TO CAUSE the patriot deep concern. Yet serious as are 
the slashes made in appropriations, affecting as they do the efficiency and morale 
of its members, it is the strength of the movement to disarm the nation that 
justifies greater apprehension. Partially because of the insistent public demand 
for economy in government, largely because of the growth of pacifism, Congress 
has argued for reductions striking at the very roots of the tree of national security. 
The more dangerous proposals have been defeated, though at this writing a final 
decision on the Army officer cut has not been written. But such as have been 
defeated have been replaced by others designed to hamper the executive branches 
in making that efficient provision for defense which local and world conditions 
demand. It has proved useless to recall the lessons of the World War, to point 
to the rape of China by the organized forces of Japan, to dwell upon the failure 
of the disarmament negotiations, to describe the world complications that exist, 
and to refer to the hatred and envy of an America, rich even in poverty. With 
an astounding fatuity the House of Representatives has decreased essential appro- 
priations, and it is only the Senate, under the leadership of Mr. Reed and Mr. Hale, 
that sought to make grants which at least would obviate the jeopardy emphasized 
by General MacArthur and Admiral Pratt. 





THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL appeals to the Nation to awaken to the 
gravity of its National Defense situation. To use the words of President Hoover, 
the expression of the popular will can be effected only through the instrumentalities 
of political parties. The National Republican Convention will assemble in Chicago 
next week. The platform of that Party will contain a plank relating to the Army 
and the Navy and the disarmament negotiations. Such drafts of it as we have 
seen place the Republican Party on record in behalf of adequate protection. The 
National Democratic Convention will meet in Chicago the last of the month. Drafts 
of its National Defense plank, which have been prepared, commit that Party to 
proper defense provision. But there is danger that the language adopted will not 
be as comprehensive as our needs and world conditions require. Pacifists already 
have moved to neutralize the party declarations. They will have meetings in 
Chicago, they will have lobbies operating in the Conventions. Advocates of Na- 
tional Defense should adopt their tactics. They should appear before the Resolu- 
tions Committees, and they should talk to delegates. Remember that the policies 
a a the Conventions will be the policies the President and the Congress 
will apply 





THERE ARE THREE ESSENTIAL factors of National Defense which call 
for unremitting attention. They are the strength of the Services, the pay of the 
personnel and the establishment and maintenance of proper systems of promotion. 
The minimum requirement of the Army is 14,000 officers and 165,000 men, of the 
Navy, the ships and personnel fixed by the London Treaty. The Army now is 
below the figures deemed essential by the best military brains for the country’s 
protection; the Navy has sunk to third and probably fourth place in sea arma- 
ments, and the Marine Corps has been drastically cut. We warn the country and 
the Services that they will be curtailed still further unless there be an aroused 
public opinion. It has been truly said that a victory upon the floor of either House 
is in fact a defeat, for members committed by vote do not ordinarily change their 
attitude. Encouraged by the acquiesence of the House of Representatives in the 
cut of Army officer strength, the Appropriations Committee next winter, unless 
conditions radically alter, will report a provision for the elimination of 2,000 
officers. Probably the proposal will be adopted again. Persistency wins, and the 
time may come, especially if the depression continue, when the Senate will be less 
disposed to hold out in opposition. For this reason, every one concerned about 
National defense should place on record the candidates for office, and support only 
those who have a real understanding of the National need and the purpose and will 
to provide for it. Each candidate should have impressed upon him the necessity 
of adequate forces upon land and sea, and the importance of adequate pay and 
proper promotion in order that there may be efficiency. Only the election of those 
candidates favorable to National security and the defeat of those against it or 
wobbling can assure the nae of protection essential for American homes and 
American activities.

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Attacks Naval Policy—An extended derunciation of the proposal to build the 
United States Navy to treaty strength, and a condemnation of the failure of our 
delegates to the Geneva Conference for failing “to take the lead” in disarmament, 
was made this week by Senator William King, Dem. of Utah. Twelve pages of 
the appendix of the Congressional Record were filled by the Senator in his attack, 
and charges were made that the United States is endangering world peace by 
taking steps toward building naval vessels, and in refusing proposals advanced for 
abolishing the battleship. 

“There have been persistent efforts upon the part of our Navy Department and 
various organizations in the United States,” he declared at one point, “to embark 
upon a stupendous naval construction policy, and the propaganda carried on in 
behalf of this program has done much, in my opinion, to nullify international 
efforts to limit military expenditures and to prevent success in disarmament con- 
ferences. 

“I confess to keen disappointment at the reports which come from the con- 
ference. I may say that I am not satisfied with the part played by the American 
delegates. It seems to me that the voice of admirals and military men have been 
too powerful; that there have been too much fencing and equivocation and striving 
for advantage. There has been lacking that generous spirit that should characterize 
a conference, perhaps more important than any that has ever been convened for 
the consideration of measures promotive of international peace. The conference 
has been dominated by so-called experts, by admirals, and men who have devoted 
their lives to the study of war and the military problems that war presents. 

“The chances of a successful issue at the corference would be increased if all 
experts were dismissed.”

Maneuvers of Coast Artiliery Rail Regiment—Much comment has been aroused by the 
interesting and successful maneuvers of the 52nd Coast Artillery (Railway) under 
command of Lt. Col. Lewis Turtle, in moving last week from its station at Ft. 
Hancock to Wildwood Crest, N. J., a distance of 190 miles, getting into firing posi- 
tion, having sub-calibre practice and returning. The test was to demonstrate the 
tactical efficiency of the regiment and to test the strategical efficiency of the unit 
and its equipment. The trip down was made June 1, the firing conducting June 2 
and the return trip June 3. 

Maj. Ger. John W. Gulick, chief ef Coast Artillery, went to Wildwood Crest 
to witness the action and was much pleased with the results. Accompanying the 
General were Maj. R. V. Cramer and Maj. J. B. Crawford, of his office. Others 
who were present included Maj. Gen. Dennis Nolan, commanding the 2nd Corps 
Area; Col. F. V. S. Chamberlain, G-3 officers of the 2nd Corps Area; Lt. Col. E. A. 
Stockton, CAC, Col. F. K. Ferguson, commanding the 2rd Coast Military District; 
Lt. Col. N. F. Ramsey, Ordnance officer of the 3rd Corps Area; Major Lombard, 
of the French Embassy, Col. F. C. Johnson, commanding Harbor Defenses of Sandy 
Hook; and Capt. M. J. Noyes, of the office of the Chief of Engineers. Captain 
Noyes rode with the regiment on the entire trip and was much impressed with the 
expediency of the movement and the ease of riding at speeds greatly in excess of 
those originally contemplated. At times the train was moving at speeds greater 
than 50 miles an hour. 

The train consisted of two gun cars carrying eight-inch guns; two gun cars 
earrying twelve-inch mortars; four ammunition cars; one radio car; two kitchen 
ears, and three fire control cars. <A total of 14 officers and 266 men handled 
the movement. By nightfall the guns and fire control cars were ready for action 
and the antiaircraft defenses established. 

The original intention was to fire 24 rounds of 700 pound projectiles from the 
twelve-inch mortars and 15 rounds of 280 pound projectiles from the eight-inch 
guns at Wildwood. However, the citizens in that vicinity, fearing the blast, pro- 
tested and the plans were changed so that only sub-calibre firings were conducted 
at Wildwood. Therefore on June 11 the regiment was seheduled to go into position 
at Sandy Hook and hold its practice firing there.

ion of Naval Reserve Bureau Is Raised—Discussion as to the desirability of 
establishing a Naval Reserve Bureau in the Navy Department is sought by the 
Bulletin, publication of the Naval Reserve Officers Association of the Ninth Naval 
District. 

“Many officers who have given the subject much study,” the Bulletin declares, 
“are convinced that we will never adequately carry out our mission nor attain the 
strength we should have until we have our own bureau headed by a Naval Reserve 
officer of sufficient rank.” 

A letter from a member of the Association printed in the Bulletin suggests 
the consolidation of the Naval Reserve Officers Association witlfthe National Guard 
Association, “in order to get enough power” to “bring the Navy Department to 
realize that the Naval Reserve is not toe be disregarded and kicked around.” 

“I don’t know the details of how the National Guard managed to bring the 
regular army off its pre-war high horse to such an extent that the regular army 
now states officially that one of its primary missions’is the training of the National 
Guard and the Reserve,” the writer states, “but I do believe that the cause of 
national defense in its larger aspect would be helped if the regular Navy could be 
brought to a similar change of attitude. And I think the only way it could possibly 
be accomplished is for the Naval Reserve to get the benefit of the strength of the 
vastly larger National Guard, which really has a lot of political influence.”

Senate Suspends Rules to Commission West Point Graduates—Members of the 
West Point graduating class were commissioned as second lieutenants in the Army 
this week, but only because Senator David A. Reed, Chairman of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee, was able to secure a suspension of the Senate rules. 

The nominations of the cadets to be second lieutenants of the various branches 
of the Army were sent to the Senate June 3 (the list was published in the June 
4th issue of the Army and Navy Journal on page 938) and acted upon by the 
Senate military committee and confirmed by the Senate on June 6. Under the 
rules of that body, however, the President cannot be notified of a confirmation and 
appointment be made until the Senate has had two succeeding executive sessions 
and had a chance to review their action. If this procedure had been followed 
there would have been no commissions for the graduates on commencement day. 
Senator Reed, however, after considerable discussion managed to secure the consent 
of objecting Senators to this breach of one of the Senate’s strictest rules. 

In his explanation of the necessity of suspending the rules, Senator Reed 
stated that the War Department had been unable to furnish the nominations any 
sooner, because it was necessary to await the result of final examinations. Such 
a difficulty as was experienced was obviated in the case of the graduates from 
the Naval Academy. The Navy Department sent the nominations of the entire 
class to the Senate some time ago. These were all confirmed and then when final 
determination was. made as to who were and who were not to be commissioned, 























the names of the latter were withdrawn.

Value of Texas Border Posts—The War Department holds that Ft. Brown, Tex., 
“has long since served its purpose and now has no military value to the Govern- 
ment”; that the purpose for which Ft. McIntosh, Tex., was acquired “is still in 
effect and the post is needed for military use’; that Ft. Clark, Tex., is “now used 
as a permanent Cavalry garrison, and for other purposes in connection with the 
operations and training of the Army in that locality ; its retention for military use 
js necessary”; and that as to Ft. D. A. Russell, Tex., “there is no military necessity 
for the continued occupation of this post and its retention by the War Department 
js not warranted.” 

These opinions by the Secretary of War were sent to the Senate this week in 
response to Senate Resolution 150, adopted Jan. 28 upon motion of Senator Tom 
Connally, of Texas. Further information was supplied as follows: 

Ft. Brown—Value of all property, $3,358,500; accommodations for 28 officers 
and 472 enlisted men; now quartered at post, 21 officers, 363 enlisted men. 

Ft. McIntosh—Value of all property, $233,350; accommodations for 33 officers 
and 1,003 enlisted men; now quartered at post, 14 officers, 288 enlisted men. 

Ft. Clark—Value of all property, $646,056.92; accommodations for 60 officers, 
846 enlisted men; now quartered at post, 40 officers, 592 enlisted men. 

Ft. D. A. Russell—Value of all property, $750,000; accommodations for 34 
officers, 754 enlisted men; now quartered at post, 27 officers and 554 enlisted men.

Sea and Shore Duty at Fleet Air Bases—In accordance with an opinion of the 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy, the Bureau of Navigation has issued instruc- 
tions regarding the status of officers attached to the Fleet Air Bases and the 
Aircraft Squadrons based thereon. 

Officers ordered to duty involving flying in seaplanes with aircraft squadrons 
based at the Fleet Air Bases and officers ordered to command the squadrons and 
also the Base will be considered as performing sea duty. However, in both cases 
it must be “administratively decided as a matter of fact that his paramount duties 
are in connection with seaplanes” for this to be seq duty. Officers on duty at the 
Fleet Air Bases and those ordered to duty involving flying in landplanes will be 
considered as performing shore duty. 

However, although the service at Fleet Air Bases which may be counted as 
sea duty, will go on an officer’s record as such, for the purpose of rotating tours 
of sea and shore duty, such an assignment will be considered as a tour of shore 
duty.

Major Seaman’s Bequest for Studying Service Mess.—Because the obligations and 
fixed bequests of the estate of the iate Maj. Louis Livingston Seaman consumes his 
entire estate, it is unlikely that Cornell University will be enabled to comply with 
the request in his will that that institution carry out “experimentation on the 
relative value of foods, especially for the United States rations for troops in 
peace and war.” 

In response to an inquiry from the ARMy AND NAvy JouRNAL, the Provost 
of Cornell University writes: 

“While Major Sefiman left certain direct bequests to Cornell University which 
will be realized, the provision he intended to make for the food studies with 
respect to army rations was included in his plans for the use of the residue of his 
estate after his specific bequests had been provided for. Unfortunately, it now ap- 
pears that the obligations of the estate, including the fixed bequests, will consume 
the entire estate, and it is not now anticipated that there will be any residue 
available to carry out this part of Major Seaman’s original desires. In consequence 
we have formulated no plans for this part of his will and naturally will not do so 
unless and until it becomes evident that there will be some funds available for 
the purpose.”

The Transport Services Saved to the Army and the Navy—In spite of a deter- 
mined lobby, backed by an appeal that private business would be promoted, 
Congress determined that transports were necessities which could not be dis- 
carded. It also set the seal of its approval upon the claim of the War and Navy 
Departments that it was far more economical to operate the transports than to lay 
them up and require officers and men to use commercial lines. For both Services 
the decision is important. The Army will have vessels which will be available for 
such movements as, for example, the conveyance of troops from Manila to 
Shanghai. The Navy will have vessels to take care of Marines landed in Central 
America and the Far East for the protection of American life and property. The 
experience of both the Army and Navy in operating transports will be helpful in 
case of national emergency. There is something to be said, of course, for the needs 
of commercial shipping, but Congress has set it aside in the face of the greater 
need of the Government.

Marine Officers Look for Revision Consideration—Officers of the Marine Corps who 
are endeavoring to secure some redress of the Navy Department's action in dis- 
placing them on the promotion list 1921 by ex-temporary officers are hopeful that 
a request that the Attorney General review the decision will come from Capitol 
Hill before Congress adjourns for the summer. 

; The group of 137 officers who, though permanently appointed during the World 
War, were placed below large numbers of temporary officers when the latter were 
taken into the Corps after the war, have protested repeatedly during past years, 
Claiming the action of the Navy Department illegal and unjust. Those concerned 
contend that the decision of the Department in 1921, holding that officers given 
permanent appointments during the war should be placed behind the ex-temporary 
Officers, totally ignored several other provisions of law, and believe that if an 
opinion could be obtained from the Attorney General their rights would be estab- 
lished. The Navy Department, however, has refused on a number, of occasions 
to submit the matter to the Department of Justice, and it is now urged by those 
concerned that Congress will ask the Attorney General for an opinion in the case.

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General MacArthur Speaks 


Speaking in the great bowl of Pitt 
Stadium, General Douglas MacArthur,, 
chief of staff, told the graduating class 
at the University of Pittsburgh Wednes- 
day, June 8, that reducion of American 
armaments might be a contributing cause 
to future wartare. 

In his address, made over the protests 
of members of the National Students’ 
League, General MacArthur hit squarely 
at pacifism and “its bedfellow, Com- 
munism.” 

An honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
was conferred upon the General by the 
University. 

Petitions to the University authorities 
not to have General MacArthur speak 
having failed, the protesting sudents ap- 
parenly were planning a demonstration 
the morning of the graduation exercises 
when the police arrested three of them 
as they were preparing signs reading, 
“Generals Die in Bed,” “We refuse to be 
cannon fodder,” “Big business creats war 
for profit,’ and “Wars mean riches for 
Mellojs and Morgans.” 

“Pacifism and its bedfellow, Com- 
munism,” he told the 10,000 spectators 
banked around the black-robed graduates 
in the Pitt Stadium, “is all about us to- 
day in the United States. 

“It is in the newspapers, the pulpits 
and the schools and it hangs like a mist 
before the face of America—fomenting 
disorders and disturbances, undermining 
the morale of the working man. 

“Patriotism is the watchword for the 
struggle in which we are already en- 
gaged. The weapons in our hands are 
truth, reason, justice and experience. 

“There is only one line of advance 
education. We must cast aside misbe- 
gotten idols. We must preserve and 
perpetuate the highest standards of 
American civic virtue and government 
—enlighten the people and clear away 
this mist.” : 

General MacArthur told the 1,326 
members of the graduating class that his- 
tory through all time has showed strong 
nations absorbing the weaker ones. 








Randolph Field Class

Service Stores Under Fire 


Operation of sales commissaries, Post 
Exchanges, Ships’ Stores and Ships’ 
Service Stores in the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps is now under fire in both 
Houes of Congress. 

On motion of Senator Thomas, of Okla- 
homa, the following provision was in- 
corporated in the Army Supply bill as 
passed by the Senate: 

“Sec. 4. No part of any appropriation 
made by this act shall be used in any way 
to pay any expense in connection with the 
conduct, operation or management of any 
post exchange, branch exchange or sub- 
exchange within any State, save and except 
for real assistance and convenience to the 
enlisted men and troops in supplying them 
with articles of ordinary use, wear and con- 
sumption not furnished by the Government; 
Provided, That excess and surplus stocks of 
merchandise now on hand at any exchange, 
branch exchange or subexchange may be 
disposed of and all goods on consignment 
shall be returned immediately: and pro- 
vided further, That all branch exchanges 
and subexchanges located off of Government 
lands and outside of Government reservations, 
and operated by private contract or agree- 
ment on a commission basis, shall be closed 
and terminated as to such contract or agree- 
ment immediately: And provided further, 
That the Secretary of War shall make a 
report to the Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and to the President of the Sen- 
ate at the beginning of the next session of the 
Congress covering the several exchanges, 
branch exchanges and subexchanges operated 
by or under the supervision of the War 
Department.” 

In view of the sentiment displayed on 
the floor of the House when the Shannon 
resolution was under discussion it ap- 
pears quite likely that the House con- 
ference will agree to the above Senate 
amendment. 

In response to the adoption of House 
Resolution 235 (to investigate Govern- 
ment competition with private enter- 
prise). Speaker Garner has appointed 
the following to compose the committee 
to conduct the investigation: Represen- 
tatives Shannon, of Missouri; Cox, of 
Georgia ; Pettingill, of Indiana ; Stafford, 
of Wisconsin; and Rich, of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The adoption of this resolution, as re- 
corded on page 958 of the ARMY AND 
Navy JourRNAL of June 4, was brought 
about after Representative Shannon, its 
sponsor, severely berated the Army Post 
Exchanges, which he claimed compete 
with private business. 

Testimony charging that Army and 
Navy post exchanges and commissaries 
were competing with private merchants 
by selling to others than personnel of 
the service was presented to the Shan- 
non special investigating committee 
when it held its first meeting June 9. 

Representative Ralph Horr, of Wash- 
ington, told the committee that officers 
and enlisted men at the Bremerton Navy 
Yard were buying all kinds of merchan- 
dise at the Yard commissary for their 
friends. 

“Why, I’ve heard of cases,” he de- 
clared, “where Navy people would drive 
their own cars into the Yard and buy 
gasoline for six cents a gallon, and then 
ten minutes later drive in a friend’s car 
and buy some more gas, at this price, 
when gasoline was selling in Bremerton 
for 17 to 18 cents.” 


Representative Cox, a member of the 
investigating group, told the committee 
that he had heard of cases in which 
whole blocks of families would send their 
laundry to the Navy Yard laundry under 
privileges enjoyed by one Navy family 
living in the block. Representative Horr 
declared that he had also heard of such 
instances. 

At the opening session of the commit- 
tee’s hearings, the finance commission of 
the city of Bremerton, Mr. Carl Halver- 








son testified. He declared that merchants 
in his city had been injured by the sale 
of cigarettes and cigars to the general 
public, as no tax was paid on articles 
sold in the Government stores.

General Harbord’s Address 


The address to the graduating class at 
exercises held yesterday, June 10, at 
West Point, was made by Maj. Gen. 
James G. Harbord, USA-Ret., chairman 
of the Board of the Radio Corporation 
of America. 

“As nearly as is possible to one who 
never wore the cadet gray,” General 
Harbord said, “I think I can share the 
pride of accomplishment, the inheritance 
of tradition, the flush of expectancy 
which are yours this June morning. I 
cannot recall a day in forty-five years 
when my dearest friends have not been 
men graduated, like you, from this in- 
comparable Academy which has, through 
itS sons, so well served our country. In 
every phase of the military relationship 
from Private to Major General, in peace 
and war, West Point men have been my 
Competent and cohsiderate superiors, my 
loyal and efficient subordinates, and my 


trusted comrades. No regrets have ever 
come to me from that association. In 
service at home and abroad I have been 
a constant witness to the efficiency with 
which they have served our country. It 
is with much pride and a certain quick- 
ening of the heart beat, that I do my 
part in sending this Class to follow the 
one hundred and thirty-two that have 
gone before it.” 


Pay Is Modest 


“If you decide to remain in the Army,” 
the general continued, “you renounce the 
world in a financial sense, placing the 
military service above all other interests. 
Your pay is modest because by the assur- 
ance of the retired list you are relieved 
from the worry of making such accumu- 
lation of means as will insure you 
against the grind of poverty in age and 
infirmity. For uninterrupted generations 
that has been the letter and spirit of 
your engagemeut by the Government. 


Your training has been that of a special- 
ist for military service and I will not 
endeavor to supplement it. Beside the 
basic things which are as familiar to 
you as to me, I ask you to so conduct 
yourselves that it may not be said of 
you, as it has sometimes been said of 
others, ‘He simply does not know how to 
get along with civilians.’ You came 
here at the most impressionable time of 
your lives. You have lived this life of 
almost monastic simplicity with little 
real contact with civilians. Upon gradu- 
ation you may join a more or less iso- 
lated and socially self-sufficient garrison, 
where there is little apparent community 
of interest between you and the citizens 
near your post. Your hours, your amuse- 
ments, your problems, your standards, 
combine with a certain diffidence to make 
you stand aloof from the life around 
you. If you are both an officer and a 
gentleman, your commission will make 
you welcome in any society in the land. 


“Talleyrand once said that no one who 
had not lived in France in the genera- 
tion before the Revolution would ever 
know the_real sweetness of life. So, too, 
it might be said of the charm of army 
garrison life as we knew it in the days 
before the War with Spain. On the long 
skyline of memory there is nothing 
dearer to me than the vision of life as 
we lived it in those old posts, the very 
names of which are disappearing from 
half-forgotten annals of the frontier. I 
served in the army a month less than 
thirty-four years before I transferred 
into civil life with what may perhaps 
be considered the business rank of major 
general. Ten years of civil life have 
brought me many opportunities that I 
never had while in the army. Yet, if I 
stood again, as you stand today, 
all that I do of both sides of the shield, 
it would again be “Boots and Saddles” 
for me. I may not. therefore, be thought

3lst Infantry Notes 


Shanghai, China. 
May 1, 1932. 


The Thirty-First Infantry, commanded 
by Col. Lorenzo D. Gasser, is quickly ad- 
justing itself to its present station in 
Shanghai, China, and with the arrival of 
peace and spring the morale has con- 
tinued soaring. 

On April 23 the 1st Battalion moved 
from the temporary billets occupied by 
it in the Shanghai Race Course pari- 
mutual betting rooms to its permanent 
billets across Bubbling Well Road, and 
adjacent to Kegimental Headquarters. 
The Service Company moved up from 
the New World Building at the same 
time, thus putting all organizations in 
government leased buildings. Headquar- 
ters Company and 3rd Battalion remain- 
ing quartered in the New World Build- 
ing. The Second Battalion still argues 
as to whether its new home, midway 
between the other two battalions on Bub- 
bling Well Road, should be referred to 
under its ancient name of Horse Bazaar, 
or the present Greenwich Village fla- 
vored name of Studio d’Art. 

By gaining these billets on what Rip- 
ley rates as the second most interesting 
street in the world, the Thirty-First 
Infantry has solved the congestion situa- 
tion so well that now the customary 
clamor of “When do we eat!” has super- 
ceded the query of “When do we leave?” 
In fact, the presence of curtains In some 
of the Sergeant's rooms indicates a feel- 
ing of permanency not shown while the 
North Sector patrol billets facing on 
Chapei were occupied full strength.

The 
dove of peace has been fluttering in 
Shanghai of late and the troops are 
finding themselves free to engage in nor- 
mal garrison relaxation. 

That they know how to relax is shown 
by the clean sweep they immediately 
made of the local basketball league 
schedule.

The gen- 
eral opinion of the troops has been that 
war issue woolen O. D. was excusable 
in war time, but that with the arrival of 
peace and spring, a soldier can take time 
off to show how well he looks in a tailor 
made uniform. So May 15 will find the 
Regiment in khaki. 

Socially there has not been time for 
much entertainment, but with the lifting 
of the ban against wives and children 
coming to Shanghai, which occurred by 
radio on April 7 each commercia! ship 
has brought in its detachment of the 
girls left behind. With a great increase 
in morale within the regiment as well as 
among shop owners.

Wen, Commissioner of Public Safety of 
Greater Shanghai, and a graduate of the 
Class of 1909, extended on open invita- 
tion for a second celebration, Chinese 
style, to the guest of honor, Col. Lorenzo 
D. Gasser, and all others present. This 
invitation materialized later in the form 
of a formal invitation to dinner on 
Saturday, the ninth of April, at eight 
o'clock, at Fifteen Jessifield Road, 
Shanghai, China, at the home of Mr. 
Tan Hai Chin. Col. Lorenzo D. Gasser, 
Commanding the 31st Infantry, was the 
guest of honor. The other guests present 
were Lt. Col. George A. Lynch, 31st 
Infantry; Lt. Col. Walter 8S. Drysdale, 
Military Attache to China, and the fol- 
lowing officers from the 31st Infantry:

By the time set for the second banquet, 
enthusiasm had developed to so high a 
pitch, that even the sick left their bed 
to come. (Names won’t be given in or- 
der that late explanations can be 
avoided.) The Chinese guests of Gen- 
eral Wen included Mr. Tan Hai Chin, 
compradore of the Hongkong and Shang- 
hai Bank, and Mr. Tan Chik-Yun, his 
son. Mr. Tan had most kindly placed 
his new home at the services of General 
Wen, who was only temporarily located 
in Shanghai. An uncle of General Wen, 
Mr. Wen C. Y., formerly Vice Minister 
of Foreign Affairs at the time when 
Doctor Wu Ting-Fong, former ambas- 
sador at Washington, was minister of 
Foreign Affairs, was present. As was 
also Doctor C. T. Chan, former minister 
of Finance, representing his brother Gen- 
eral Chen of the Class of 1909. Colonel 
Zeng Tse Wong of the Class of 1923 was 
toastmaster. 

The dinner was unique both from the 
American and Chinese point of view in 
as much as champagne rubbed elbows 
with bird’s nest soup, shark fins, and 
all the dainty tidbits of epicurean China. 
As a result it is doubtful if the Alma 
Mater was ever toasted in as strange or 
more pleasant surroundings. 

Colonel Wong proved to be a most 
effective toastmaster as well as master 
of ceremonies; he proposed a toast “to 
Colonel Gasser, the guest of honor, as 
representing the best type of American 
Army Officer.” Colonel Gasser, in his 
response, dealt particularly on his hope 
for better understanding between nations 
and for the swift coming of peace and 
prosperity to China. 

During the dinner entertainers ‘con- 
tinuously bewildered the guests with 
their novel tricks in guggling, animal 
and bird imitation, with finally a grand 
climax in sword magic. Of particular 
note in this regard was the box trick. 
It was performed so cleverly that the 
majority of the guests disbelieved their 
own eyes, even after they inspected the 
apple box sized container and actually 
saw the young Chinese girl safely within 
the prison of 15 swords which had been 
so rapidly inserted from all directions. 
The majority still claim it could not be 
done. The explanation is simple; at a 
West Point banquet in Shanghai any- 
thing is possible. 

The banquet ended with a hearty Long 
Corps yell for General Wen; all of his 
guests voting it a most delightful as well 
as memorable celebration. 





Awarded Navy Cross 

The Navy Cross has been awarded to 
five officers, Ist Lt. John S. E. Young, 
USMC,1ist Lt. Benjamin W. Atkinson, 
USMC, Ist Lt. George W. McHenry, US 
MC, Ist Lt. Gregon A. Williams, USMC, 
and 2nd Lt. Samuel S. Jack, USMC, and 
one enlisted man, Corpl. Cecil H. Clark, 
of the Marine Corps, for distinguished 
service in Nicaragua. 
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House Approves Retired Pay Ban 


Retired officers of the Regular Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps who are also 
employed by the Federal Government or 
by a State Government “or any political 
sub-division thereof” may not draw both 
compensations if the total exceeds $3,000 
per year under a bill which passed the 
House June 6. 

Restrictions on retired pay have been 
provided in the Economy Bill and in the 
Army and Navy appropriation bills, hit- 
ting only Federal employes. Under the 
Hill bill (H. R. 12448) approved by the 
House this week, however, retired offi- 
cers who are employed by a state, city, 
or county government would be affected. 
Brought up under a suspension of the 
rules, the bill was approved by the 
House with scarcely any debate, despite 
protests of its opponents at the “gag.” 

The bill was chiefly designed to amend 
the Emergency Officers’ Retirement Act 
to provide that the case of every person 
on the list be reviewed, and would with- 
hold the pay of unyone who cannot show 
affirmatively that his disability is di- 
rectly the result of active military ser- 
vice. This would eliminate about 1900 
persons who were retired under “the pre- 
sumption test” of service origin. 

A board would be created under the 
bill to pass finally on all cases. This 
board would consist of two medical offi- 
cers of the Regular Army of the rank of 
liectenant colonel or above appointed by 
the Secretary of War, two medical offi- 
cers of the Regular Navy of the rank of 
commander or above appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy. two legal mem- 
bers from Veterans Administration and 
ene legal member from the Department 
of Justice. Emergency officers denied 
retired pay by this board, would be 
placed on an “emergency officers’ retired 
list without pay” created under the bill. 

Representative Tom Blanton, Dem. of 
Texas, original instigator of this legisla- 
tion, supported the bill, but declared 
that although it “was in the right direc- 
tion, it did not go far enough.” 

“For instance, I have in mind now a 
prominent major general who is retired 
and who has been retired for several 
years on a major general's retired pay of 
$6.000 a -year, which he is drawing for 
life from the Government, with all the 
other perquisites that go to a retired 
major general, who for several years in 
addition to that has been able to draw 
$50,000 a year from a_ corporation,” 
said the Texan. “Why does not this 
bill stop him from drawing his major 
general’s retired pay? I have in mind 
two admirals who for several years 
have been retired as admirals, with 
all of the perquisites of an admiral, 
one of them getting $35,000 a year from 
a corporation and another who had been 
getting up to the time he died a short 
time ago $50,000 a year from a corpora- 
tion. If they were able to draw those 
tremendous salaries from a corporation, 
they were able to give their talents and 
qualifications to the Government that 
had educated them scientifically through 
a number of years at great expense.” 





Service Officers Win Prizes 

Two Navy officers won first prize and 
an Army officer won second prize in the 
second Are Welding prize competition 
sponsored by the Lincoln Electric Com- 
pany. 

First prize of $7,500 went to Lt. Com. 
Homer N. Wallin and Lt. Henry A. 
Schade, who collaborated on their paper, 
“The Design and Construction of an Are 
Welded Naval Auxiliary Vessel.” Both 
officers are members of the Construction 
Corps, U.S.N., and were stationed at 
Mare Island Navy Yard when the paper 
was written. Lt. Schade has since been 
transferred to Washington. 

Their paper describes the construction 
of an are welded auxiliary vessel (gar- 
bage vessel) for use with the fleet at San 
Pedro. The hull is conventional ship- 
shape in form and is 118 ft. long, with 
a full load displacement of 300 tons. 
Speed of the craft is 10 knots. 

Maj. G. M. Barnes, USA, Chief of De- 
sign and Engineering, Ordnance Depart- 
ment, Watertown Arsenal, won second 
prize of $3,500 with “Manufacture of 
Ordnance at Watertown Arsenal Revo- 
lutionized Through Are Welding.” 

Are welding had never been used in 
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the construction of gun carriages until 
the 3-in. antiaircraft mount (mobile) 
described in Major Barnes’ paper was 
built. This piece of ordnance was se- 
lected because in addition to being the 
most modern type of post war carriage 
standardized by the Army it was sub- 
jected to severe road tests in addition to 
the impact forces due to firing. The 
principal parts of the carriage are 
highly stressed and of intricate design. 
The substitution of welded steel mem- 
bers for steel castings in the piece of 
ordnance described by Major Barnes has 
shown such decided advantages in 
strength, weight saved and lower costs 
that it has brought about the adoption 
of welding as an approved method of 
manufacture for ordnance structures. 





Liability of Disbursing Officers 


On June 3 the United States District 
Judge for the District of Maryland, in 
instructing a jury to return a verdict 
for the defendants in the case of United 
States vs. Captain E. J. Heller and 
Maryland Casualty Company, complete- 
ly upset the proposition, long contended 
for by the Comptroller General, that a 
disbursing officer of the Army who in 
good faith pays out money of the United 
States in obedience to an order of his 
superior officer without reference of the 
matter to the Comptroller General for 
his advance decision is liable on his 
official bond for the money so paid out 
if it appears that the order on which 
he acted was not authorized by law. 

In this case, which was a suit brought 
by the United States at the instance of 
the Comptroller General under Revised 
Statutes, Sec. 3624, against Captain Hel- 
ler, QMC, a disbursing officer of the 
Army, and the official surety upon his 
bond, “For that,” as alleged by the Gov- 
ernment in its pleading, “the said E. J. 
Heller did not faithfully expend 
all public moneys which came into his 
hands and honestly account to the plain- 
tiff for the sum of $18,051.50, as shown 
by Certificate of Settlement K-54159-W, 
contrary to the obligation of the said 
bond,” Captain Heller defended, through 
his counsel, General Samuel T. Ansell, 
solely on the ground that he was justi- 
fied in making the payments which were 
the subject of the suit for the reason 
that he was ordered in each instance to 
make payment by either the Secretary 
of War or by the Assistant Secretary 
of War acting through their proper of- 
ficers. The court, in supporting Captain 
Heller's position and directing the ver- 
dict for the defendants, announced its 
view of the law governing such cases to 
be as follows: 

“The principle which I think is deducible, 
from all the cases that I have seen, is this: 
That where a disbursing officer knows that 
a payment that he is making is against the 
statute, he makes the payment at his peril, 
even though he acts in good faith and he be- 
lieves in the interest of the Government, 
because we all must obey the statutory law. 
And, again, where the disbursing officer has 
knowledge of facts which indicate to him 
that a paynient would be clearly improper, 
it is hardly a denfense for him to say that 
he acted on the instructions of a superior 
officer, because if the thing is really wrong. 
and he knows it to be wrong and illegal 
under, the facts that he knows, then he can 
not defend his conduct by saying, ‘Oh, well, 
somebody told me I could do it.’ But, as 
in this case, as I view the testimony, where 
the disbursing officer acts in good faith, 
where he has no knowledge of facts which 
make the payment seemingly illegai and 
where he has no knowledge of any statute 
being violated, and where there is no statute, 
so far as the Court can find, that clearly 
applies to this case, then the disbursing 
officer is not liable for the payment which 
he makes on expressed directions of his 
superior officer, even though, on a _ close 
analysis of all the statutes, comparison of 
all the facts, it might subsequently be held 
by some other department of the Govern- 
ment that a mistake had been made by the 
superior officer. 

This salutary decision should he of 
great influence in finally settling for 
disbursing officers of the Army that 
they will be protected upon their bonds 
when they disburse public money in good 
faith and pursuant to orders of superior 
authority without applying to the Comp- 
troller General, as he contends they 
must under the Act of July 31, 1894, 
28 Stat. 207, as amended, for his advance 
view as to the propriety or impropriety 
of the payment so ordered. 
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Chairman Collins’ Statement 


In spite of injured ligaments which 
have confined him to his home for the 
past few days, Representative Ross A. 
Collins, author of the drastic cuts put 
in the Army bill by the House, was so 
aroused by the Senate’s action in strik- 
ing out his officer-eut provision and in- 
serting a 15 per cent interchangeability 
clause in the Army Appropriation bill, 
that he came to his office on June 8 long 
enough to write the following statement 
which he handed out to the newspaper 
men: 

“The Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee’s vision of the War Department Ap- 
priation Bill undoubtedly means cuts in 
the Air Corps. Every old timer in the 
Army who still believes in foot soldiers 
has had it in for the Air Corps and to 
protect themselves and prevent a cut of 
2000 officers from the Army they want 
to cut down the newest and most highly 
developed form of fighting the Army 
has. The Air Corps was built up by 
Congress and despite the Regular Army. 
When the Army’s estimates came before 
the House last winter, the Air Corps 
was virtually the only branch of the 
service cut. A total of $6,000,000 was 
lopped off. Now, the Senate Committee 
has inserted a provision for a fifteen 
per cent interchangeability of appropria- 
tions, which means that the Army will 
have something over $45,000,000 which 
it can switch from the Air Corps or 
any other branch and use it for the 
Secretary of War’s political airplane 
flights, polo ponies for the Cavalry or 
anything else. 

“The savings the House proposed to 
make by placing 2,000 officers on pen- 
sions amounted to about $3,800,000 this 
year, butt this was a very small part 
of the total economy. The greatest sav- 
ing was to be in the future. If these 
officers are not retired the Army will 
soon have to begin a $97,000,000 hous- 
ing program in order to house them. 
There is also the expense of sustenance, 
travel and promotion through‘ longevity, 
ete., all of which amounts to about $20,- 
000,000 annually for the 2,000 men. 

“However, what the cut of 2,000 of- 
ficers actually would do is improve the 
eficiency of the Army. This cut was 
not original with the House Committee. 
It was recommended by the Interde- 
partmental Pay Board, of which General 
George Simonds was chairman. The 
Board found there were too many of- 
ficers in the Army and recommended 
forced retirement of a certain number 
annually. I have four hundred letters 
from Army officers to the same effect. 
They say they have nothing to do, are 
getting stale and going backward for lack 
of work. 

“Former Secretary of War Good, just 
before he died, also told a member of 
the Appropriations Committee there 
were too many officers in the Army. He 
proposed eliminating 5,000. 

“The trouble with the Army is that 
it is conducted by men who still believe 
in foot soldiers. The more men they 
have around the more prospect they 
have. They forget that we are living 
in a machine age. Big industry has 
discarded men for machines. The Army 
has got to learn to do the same. The 
more machines the Army has, up to a 
certain degree, and the less men, the 
more efficient it will be. One or two 
tanks are worth several hundred foot 
soldiers, and a few machine guns are 
worth several hundred rifles. There is 
ho good sense in carrying about 700,000 
men in our military establishment and 
increasing this number annually. So 
long as this policy continues our Army 
can never be effective. We can’t pro- 
vide pay and modern equipment both. 
It is beyond the financial possibilities 
of any nation to do this. If we really 
want an efficient Army, able to carry 
out the purposes for which it is intend- 
ed, personnel must give way to equip- 
ment. Any other policy will be contrary 
to good sense. 

“But the antiquated generals who still 
believe in foot soldiers would rather 
have us spend money on_ personnel, 
Propaganda and on out of date meth- 
ods of warfare than to bring the Army 
up to date. As a result, it is one of 
the most backward armed forces in the 
world.”

Evidently, doubt over the ability of 
the utilities to maintain relatively stable 
rate of earnings is again dominaing 
market sentiment toward those stocks. 
Naturally there was relief when the 
electricity tax provisions in the new 
revenue act were altered, but this in it- 
self, of course, will have no bearing upon 
the trend of operating revenues, and, 
like every other industry, the utilities 
need statistical evidence of a halt, or 
at least a slowing down, in electric out- 
put decline. 

Before the market recovery of last 
week selling pressure appeared to be 
largely concentrated upon the utilities 
and upon the food stocks. It is felt 
perhaps that the large distributors of 
food products will have to be content 
with a smaller margin of profit even 
though sales volume is relatively well 
maintained. Price is likely to be more 
than ever the controlling factor in guid- 
ing consumer purchases and exception- 
ally keen competition is indicated among 
the distributors of nationally advertised 
packaged goods in order to sustain dis- 
tribution. 

Small increase in weekly freight car 
loadings passed unnoticed. Seasonally 
there is a gradual up trend in freight 
ear loadings from January through May, 
then a small seasonal drop, followed or- 
dinarily by a rise which culminates in 
the heavy movement of freight in Octo-

The American Merchant Marine 


Senator Fletcher, of Florida, on June 
8 had inserted in the Congressional Rec- 
ord a memorial of the Middle West For- 
eign Trade Committee relative to the 
Merchant Marine. Wxcerpts from this 
memorial follow : 

“Senator McKellar’s recent proposals 
to repudiate the 10-year ocean-mail con- 
tracts awarded to various steamship 
companies under authority of the mer- 
chant marine act, 1928, or to discontinue 
the appropriations for the payment of 
these contracts would, if approved by 
Congress, automatically wipe out our pri- 
vately owned merchant marine. Failure 
of the Government to carry out these 
legal and binding obligations would 
throw the companies into bankruptcy, 
discontinue the services, and in most 
cases result in the return of the vessels 
to the Government because most of these 
services were purchased from the Ship- 
ping Board. The services were losing 
money when sold by the Government, 
and the private companies, upon receiv- 
ing ocean-mail contracts guaranteed to 
maintain the services and replace vessels 
as needed for the term of the ocean-mail 
contracts. 

“The President recently suggested the 
suspension for one year of the few re- 
maining Shipping Board lines or their 
discontinuance after December 31, 1932. 
If the proposals of the President and 
Senator McKellar were both adopted, all 
American flag services in foreign trade 
would cease to operate. 

“The cost of the Government aid to 
these valuable and dependable steamship 
services is nothing compared to the dol- 
lars and cents value of these services to 
the American people. They are a pro- 
tection to the American people against 
against high ocean freight rates, and the 
savings in freight transportation alone 
bring back to our people several times 
over the amount of the Government aid. 
American commerce, American industry, 
and American national defense have all 
been promoted to a degree not realized 
by the establishment and development of 
the American merchant marine. 

“The Middle West and Mississippi Val- 
ley are particularly interested in the 
splendid American-flag services out of 
Gulf ports, and for which we are in- 
debted to the wise policies of Congress 
and the policies of the regional Shipping 
Board which has been responsive to the 
needs of all sections of our country. 
Prior to the establishment of the services 
by the Shipping Board our Southern 
ports were served principally by foreign 
tramp ships.”

a traitor to my cloth if I point out to 
you certain changes in the times, and 
some opportunities that accrue to men 
of your training in civil life. 


Basis of Any Career 

“Tt is no reflection on many fine men 
with whom my experience in business 
life has associated me to say that busi- 
ness, professional and political life need 
the basic qualities of truthfulness, loyal- 
ty, obedience, courage, courtesy and de- 
votion, that are ground into you at West 
Point. I know of no other educational 
institutions that so emphasize those 
traits as do the two national academies. 
They ought to be the basis of any kind 
of a career that Americans would be 
willing to follow. 

“As graduates of West Point trained 
for the military service you are special- 
ists. This technical age has developed, 
perhaps, too great a demand for special- 
ists. What our country needs, as so 








often has been said, is leadership. No 
mere specialist can lead very far or very 
high. The portals of leadership swing 
widest to men of broad culture, general 
knowledge and worldly wisdom. Hach 
of you represents a considerable invest- 
ment by the American taxpayer. If you 
are to give proper returns on this in- 
vestment, by furnishing your proportion 
of the leaders of the country—and that 
is what it has a right to expect—it is 
necessary for you to have a general cul- 
tural equipment far beyond that of the 
average army officer. Sociology, finance, 
economics, literature and politics are 
among the fields that you must cultivate 
if you are to lead. 


“Those of you who elect to leave the 
army when you have completed your 
four years after graduation—identifying 
yourselves with the National Guard of 
your state, and embarking on a career 
in which you will acquire and use this 
background of general culture—may in 
my judgment perform as useful service 
to your country as those who remain in 
uniform for the long march to the high 
grades. Many signs indicate heavy 
weather for the army and navy for an 
indefinite time to come. Human nature 
being what it is I disregard disarmament 
conferences and pacifist conventions as 
affecting the future of the professional 
soldier. But regular armies will not 
fight the wars of the future. Whole na- 
tions will fight them. If war should 
unhappily come to our country during 
your active manhood, and you are in 
civil life under the circumstances I have 
indicated, you will possibly be able to 
render a more valuable service than if 
your years had been circumscribed by the 
narrower horizon of the regular army. 
No graduate of West Point will ever fail 
to hear his country’s call in her hour of 
danger. 


Standards of Profession 


“That men expect all officers of the 
regular services to be of high character 
and devoted to duty and country is an 
unconscious tribute to the standards that 
we who have worn the uniform know to 
prevail in the service. The’standards 
of professional attainment also remain 
very high. The days of the idle army 
officer, if they ever existed, are gone. 
In either civil or military life you will 
find much opportunity of service for the 
sake of service. You must not expect 
too much appreciation or gratitude, even 
for great deeds beyond the call of duty. 
That is not the manner of republics. In 
the consciousness of duty well done and 
in the approbation of those who know 
you will come your best reward even as 
it has in your cadet days. 

“No one who has known war cares to 
look on its ugly face again. But while 
envy, malice, deceit, and the baser quali- 
ties of human nature remain; while na- 
tions strive for commercial supremacy; 
with populations increasing in territories 
that remain unchanged; and with homo- 
geneous races divided by artificial boun- 
daries in continental Europe; wars will 
still come. With the Philippines turned 
loose to become the prey of the strongest ; 
with the red menace in Russia ; with civil 
war still casually going on in China; with 
Henry Pu-Yi shivering in the executive 
chair of Manchuria; and with a quota 
of hungry men and women in every 
country in the world, it seems all too 
likely that some day in your lifetime 
our streets may again be filled with 
marching men. Yours may be the for- 
tune to witness the final justification of 
demecracy in the long weary aftermath 
of the Great War. Yours may be the 
generation to reap the fruits of the 
sacrifices your fathers and your brothers 
made. Certainly your first problem is 
the heritage of a reconstruction that they 
will never live to finish. If there springs 
in your hearts a sentiment kindred to 
that which moved them to the glory of 
their generation, you will not fail to so 
conduct yourselves in civil or military 
life, so that when your country needs 
you as it needed them you can respond 
with your mental, moral and physical 
—— keyed high to your opportun- 
ty.” . 





Plan Cuts Pay 8.3 Per Cent 
(Continued from First Page) 
absence with pay are hereby suspended during 

the fiscal year ending June 30, 1933. 
“DEFINITIONS 

“Suc. 104. When used in sections 101, 102, 
and 1038 of this act— 
mean any person rendering services in or 
under any branch or service of the United 
States Government or the government of the 
District of Columbia, but does not include (1) 
officers whose compensation may not, under 
the Constitution, be diminished during their 
continuance in office; (2) Senators, Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, Delegates, and Resi- 
dent Commissioners; (3) officers and em- 
ployees on the rolls of the Senate and House 
of Representatives; (4) carriers in the Rural 
Mail Delivery Service; (5) policemen and 
firemen of the District of Columbia; (6) 
public officials and employees whose compen- 
sation is not paid from the Federal Treasury ; 
and (7) the active enlisted personnel of the 
Army, Navy, Coast Guard, and Marine Corps. 

“(b) The term “compensation” means any 
salary, pay, wage, allowance (except allow- 
ances for subsistence, quarters, heat, light, 
and travel), or other emolument paid for 
services rendered, but does not include (1) 
retired pay included within section 106; (2) 
payments out of any retirement, disability, or 
relief fund made up wholly or in part of 
contributions of officers or employees; (3) 
compensation the amount of which is ex- 
pressly fixed by international agreement; or 
(4) compensation paid under the terms of 
any contract in effect on the date of the en- 
actment of this act if such compensation may 
not lawfully be reduced. 


The next section refers to a 10 per 
cent cut in the pay of members of the 
House and Senate and a reduction in 
their allowances for clerk hire by 83 
per cent. 

“Sec. 106. During the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1933, the retired pay of judges and 
the retired pay of all commissioned, warrant, 
enlisted, and other personnel of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, Lighthouse Service, and the 
Public Health Service, if such retired pay is 
at a rate of more than $1,200 per annum, 
shall be reduced by 8.3 per cent. This section 
shall not reduce below $1,200 per annum 
the rate of retired pay of any person to 
whom this section applies. 

Many other items affecting the serv- 
ices were discussed and included in the 
bill. The pay-freezing provisions which 
hit the services particularly hard (stop- 
ping longevity increases and progres- 
sions from one pay grade to another) 
were retained as in the House Dill, 
thus making their enactment virtually 
assured. 

A provision that gave rise to a great 
deal of discussion and was frequently 
changed was that regarding the trans- 
portation at public expense of privately 
owned automobiles. Senator Reed first 
had the provision entirely eliminated on 
the grounds that the War Department 
moved the bulk of such vehicles on 
transports where no additional expendi-

ture was involved and that oher move- 
ments cost the department only $3,000 
for a whole year. Later, however, Mr. 
Reed had the clause put back in the bill 
explained that he had since learned that 
the Navy Department spent $307,000 for 
transporting privately owned automo- 
piles, a sum which he characterized as 
“astonishing.” There he moved, and the 
Senate agreed, that the prohibition 
would be put back into the bill with the 
provise that “not more than $5,000 on 
any fiscal year may be expended for 
such purposes by the War Department 
and not more than $5,000 in any fiscal 
year by the Navy Department.” 

The Senate agreed to the restriction 
on the retired pay of officers employed 
by the government but, on motion of 
Senator Reed, amended it so that instead 
of restricting retired pay so that com- 
bined with other government pay it must 
not exceed $3,000, the provision as 
passed prohibits retired officers holding 
civilian positions under the government 
from drawing retired pay “at a rate in 
excess of an amount which when com- 
bined with the annual rate of compensa- 
tion from such civilian office or position, 
makes the total rate from both sources 
more than the rate of pay and aliow- 
ances which such person was receiving 
as such commissioned officer immediately 
before his retirement.” 

Later on motion of Senator George, 
the retirement restriction was further 
amended so that it “shall not apply to 
any person whose combined retired pay 
and civilian pay amounts to less than 
$3,000.” Senator Bingham further 
amended this so that the section will 
not apply to “emergency officers retired 
for disability incurred in combat with 
the enemy of the United States.” 

The provisions suspending payment of 
mileage to officers on travel status and 
substituting therefor travel allowances 
of not to exceed $5.00 per day in the 
United States and $6.00 per day outside 
the continental limits were retained. 
This will result in considerable confus- 
ion for there are some officers who al- 
ready have commenced travel from dis- 
tant points who will still be on travel 
status when the measure ges into effect. 

Authorization for the President to re- 
duce or disband the Philippine Scouts 
remains in the bill, as does the authority 
for the President to restrict changes of 
station, etc., so as to effect economies. 
Many believe that this lAtter means vir- 
tually a repeal of the Manchu law. 

The bill gives the President authority 
to consolidate the activities of the War 
and Navy Departments relative to the 
purchase of supplies and material.. This 
may have far reaching effects, for under 
its provisions consolidation of arsenals, 
air depots, and numberless activities re- 
lative to the operations of the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts, Bureau of 
Aeronautics, Medicine and Surgery, 
Bureau of Engineering, Bureau of Yards 
and Docks of the Navy, and the Medical 
Department, Ordnance Department, 
Medical Department, Quartermaster De- 
partment, Air Corps, Signal Corps, and 
Chemical Warfare Service of the Army. 

Within the Departments the view pre- 
vails that confusion and _ inefficiency 
and not economy would result from com- 
bining any of these activities. It is 
claimed that their acitivities are co- 
ordinated to the fullest extent com- 
mensurate with efficiency at the present 
time. However, it is known that the 
President has definite views of his own 
in this line, for in a recent message to 
Congress he suggested that economy 
could be served by giving him just such 
power,

(Continued from First Page) 
that plans for the reduction of arma- 
ments shall be formulated by the Council 
of the League and the limits of the 
armaments thus fixed are not to be ex- 
ceeded without the concurrence of the 
Council. Finally, the resolution has made 
Article 8 binding upon all the powers 
participating in the Conference, thus 
involving an approval of international 
obligations imposed upon Members of 
the League by its Covenant. The Soviet 
Delegation was the only Delegation with- 
holding its support of the resolution, 
doing so on the ground that as a non- 
member of the League it had no mandate 
to accept or approve any Article of the 
Covenant, or to act thereunder. 

The acceptance of Article 8 by the 
American Delegation unquestionably will 
develop into a sensation, and may be a 
subject of discussion in the Senate, if 
not at the present time then when any 
treaty signed by the Delegation is sub- 
mitted for ratification. 

Senators familiar with the resolution 
and the tie-up of the United States in 
such formal manner with an article of 
the Covenant and the League, are asking 
by what right the American Delegation 
accepted the measure.

Upon motion by Senator Reed the Sen- 
ate reappropriated $803,000 for construc- 
tion at the Marin County, California air 
field. 

The presence of the so-called “bonus 
army” in Washington was the occasion 
of much discussion during consideration 
of the Army bill. A clash between Sena- 
tors Moses and Wheeler occurred when 
the former accused the latter of making 
a “threat” to the Senate in warning of 
the consequences of “voting a lot of un- 
essentials” for the Army, and refusing 
to “feed the veterans.” 

During the debate on the proposal to 
eliminate the C.M.T.C., General Summer- 
all, former Chief of Staff, was quoted no 
less than three times as stating that the 
camps had no military value.

Hearings were held on the Army Dill 
June 4 and June 6, while the following 
day, June 7, the Senate Appropriation 
committee reported its recommendations 


As reported, the bill totaled $385,794,- 
099, which was $6,792,047 less than the 
passed by the House and 
$59,979,136 less than the appropriations 
for the current fiscal year. 

The most important amendment made 
by the Senate committee was in striking 
out the House’s provisions for reducing 
the Army by 2,000 regular active officers. 
The Senate Committee provided for “not 
to exceed an average of 12,000 commis- 
All of the provisions 
for reducing the Army and accepting 
voluntary retirements were stricken out. 

Another important move made by the 
Senate committee was the insertion of a 
provision that “the rental and subsis- 
tance allowances for the fiscal year 1933 
shall be the same as for the fiscal year 
1932, subject to such reduction therein as 
may be necessary under the provisions 
of Section 102, Part II, of the Legisla- 
tive Appropriation Act for the fiscal year 
This paragraph was to forestall 
the President from making a reduction 
in rental and subsistence allowances for 
the next fiscal year (as he would have 
been bound to do under the law) and 
its operation would mean that only such 
cuts as are in the general pay reduction 
will apply to allowances.

The provision against supplying mili- 
y aides to civil officers outside the 
War Department, other than the Presi- 
dent, was stricken out by the committee, 
as was the limitation of 50 on the num- 
ver of military attaches. 

The limitation of Army bands to 83 
was eliminated by the committee. 

The Senate sub-committee struck out 
the $3,000 limitation on the pay of re- 
tired officers employed by the govern- 
ment and set the limit at “the rate of 
pay and allowances which such person 
was receiving as such commissioned offi- 
cers immediately before his retirement.” 
However, when the full appropriation 
committee met it struck out the entire 
provision, inasmuch as similar restric- 
tions are contained in the economy bill. 

When Representative Collins reported 
the bill to the House, he grouped all of 
the travel items under one heading to- 
$4,126,865, explaining that he 
wanted it all together so he could keep 
track of it. The Senate committee, how- 
ever, killed that paragraph and replaced 
all the travel items in the places where 
they were in the original budget. 

The committee also struck out the 
item prohibiting purchase of electric 
ranges for buildings or quarters supplied 


The House's prohibition against public 
transportation of privately owned auto- 
mobiles also was eliminated by the Sen- 


Also the Senate Committee struck out 
the House’s clause that “not less than 
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tion under the subtitle ‘Military activ- 
ities’ shall be availabie interchangeably 
for expenditure on the objects named, 
but no one item shall be increased by 
more than 15 percentum: Provided, that 
any such transfers shall be reported to 
Congress in the annual budget.” 

This clause, together with the expected 
pay reduction, makes it possible to main- 
tain the full 12,000 officers with only an 
increase of $3,784,414, which Mr. Reed 
added after the bill was reported. 

Under the National Guard heading the 
committee changed the Secretary of War 
is “directed” to “authorized” to issue 
certain equipment to the Guard from its 
surplus or reserve material. 

The Senate committee struck ont the 
Liouse’s provision prohibiting funds for 
studenis in the Air Corps, Medical Corps, 
Dental Corps of Veterinary units of the 
ROTC. 

Under the heading of the National 
Board for Promotion of Rifle Practice 
the committee increased the appropria- 
tion by $1,250 for “Quartermaster sup- 
plies snd services for rifle ranges and 
civilian instruction.” 

The committee eliminated the House 
provision that would have closed the 
uniform factories. 

The House proviso against paying for 
steamship tickets (for Gold Star 
Mothers) reserved but not used was also 
stricken out by the Senate committee. 

The funds for construction and main- 
tenance of roads, bridges, and trails in 
Alaska was increased by $135,732 by the 
Senate committee. 

The Committee’s deductions consisted 
of $80,000 for apprehension of deserters ; 
$476,519 for clothing and equipage; 
$100,000 for incidental expenses of the 
Army; $5,772,510 for river and harbor 
work; and $500,000 for flood control.

With the precedent it established in 
the case of the Army Appropriation Bill, 
it may be expected that the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee will be more 
considerate of the Navy than was the 
House, although a further cut in the to- 
tal may be expected. There will be in- 
serted in the Naval bill the provision 
reported in the Army bill under which 
15% of any item may be transferred 
to any use other than directed. This is 
a sweeping grant of authority, and may 
be regarded as a further surrender of 
power by Congress. After the bills be- 
come laws, probably the War and Navy 
Departments will give careful study to 
every provisicn in the hope of scaling 
down here and adding there. The danger 
of this procedure is that when Congress 
takes back the power it abdicated it will 
note various reductions and will insist 
that they remain at the figures fixed by 
the executives.

May Disallow Motors for FA 


Because the War Department did not 
award the contract to the lowest. bidder, 
the Comptroller General has advised the 
Secretary of War that payment for the 
16 vehicles purchased for the motoriza- 
tion of a battery of Field Artillery. is 
not authorized. 

Motorization of the battery at Camp 
Holabird and its trip overland’ o Ft. 
Bragg, N. C., has been hailed as a dis- 
tinct step forward and plans were being 
formulated to extend, on the basis of 
experimentation with this battery, the 
motorization principle further into the 
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Field Artillery organization. 

However, the Comptroller has ruled 
that the refusal of the War Department 
to aceept the lowest bid on the ground 
that it offered only eight speed transmis- 
sions while the Department wanted 12- 
speed transmissions was not warranted. 

Referring to the Secretary’s letter of 
justification, the Comptroller _ said, 
“While it is stated the specification for 
12-speed forward and 8 reverse was 
found necessary ‘as a result of tests con- 
ducted with standard transmissions and 
sub-transmissions extending over a period 
of more than a year’, there is no show- 





ing that the particular type of vehicle 
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offered under the lowe? bid with 8 speeds 
forward and 2 reverse had been tested 
and found incapable of performing the 
kind of service for which this particular 
purchase was to be made. In the absence 
of such a showing—that is, a showing 
of an actual necessity for specifying 12 
speeds forward and 3 reverse—I have 
to advise that the use of the appropria- 
tion involved to make payments under 
the contract awarded to other than the 
lowest bidder is not authorized.” 

The Secretary has written another let- 
ter to the Comptroller in an attempt to 
persuade him to allow the purchase, but
